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JOURNAL OF PROCEEDINGS. 



FIRST DAY. 

The One Hundred and Fourth Session of the Virginia 
Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
was held at Norfolk, Va., beginning Wednesday, November 
17th, 1886. Bishop John C. Granbery presiding. 

Divine service was conducted by the Bishop, after which the 
roll of Conference was called by the Secretary of the last Con- 
ference, and the following members appeared and took their seats.* 

Paul Whitehead was elected Secretary^ and Peter A. Peterson 
and S. S. Lambeth Assistant Secretaries. 

On motion, the bar of Conference was fixed at the sixth pew 
from the front, running across the house. 

The hours of meeting and adjournment were fixed, on motion; 
at 9:30 A. M. and 1:30 P. M., respectively. 

On motion, the Presiding Elder of the Norfolk District and 
the preachers in Norfolk, Portsmouth and Berkeley were ap- 
pointed a Committee on Public Worship. 

The Standing Committees and Boards of the Conference were 
constituted according to rule. 

On motion, it was ordered that a committee of three be ap- 
pointed to nominate Committees of Examination for the next 
four years. The Chair announced the following to compose 
said committee : W. H. Christian, W. F. Bain, M. S. Colonna. 

On motion,. S. S. Lambeth, W. A. Crocker and James F. Twitty 
were appointed a Committee on Memoirs. 

On motion, a committee of one from each District was ap- 
pointed to examine the records of District Conferences, as fol- 
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lows : J. II. Ividdick, W. E. I^ayne, E. S. Moorman, W. G. Starr, 

K. E. Gayle, J. L. Spencer, S. J. Morris, J. D. Hank, J. T. Martin,

On motion, a committee of three was ordered to nominate a 
Committee on Conference lielations. The Chair announced the 
following to compose said committee : T. H. Campbell, W. H.

On motion, it was ordered that a committee of three be ap- 
pointed on the Bible Cause. The Chair announced the follow-

A communication from Rev. J. B. McFerrin, D. D., Agent of 
of the Publishing House of the M. E. Church, South, was laid 
before the Conference,' read, and referred to the Committee on 
Publishing Interests. 

A communication from Rev. Isaac G. John, D. D., Missionary 
Secretary of the M. E. Church, South, was laid before Confer- 
ence, read, and referred to the Conference Board of Missions. 

P. A. Peterson offered a preamble and two resolutions on the 
subject of Methods in Missionary Operations, which were read 
and referred to the Conference Board of Missions. 

On motion, it was ordered that a committee of one clerical 
and one lay member from each district be appointed on the sub- 
ject of Colportage. The committee was constituted as follows :

Woodward, Jacob H. Proctor, xVlex. M. Hall, Alfred Wiles, 
Thomas A. M^are, P. F. August, Henry C. Bowles, Thomas H.

Minute Question 18, Who are superannuated ?” was called, 
and the applications of Wm. B. Rowzie, E. N. 8. Blogg, J. 8. R. 
Clarke, Robert N. Crooks, Robert A. Gregory, John B. Laurens, 
Joseph Lear, James McAden, John McCleland, 8. T. Moorman, 
Wm. A. Robinson, John G. Rowe, John M. 8aunders, Jacob 
8hough, Benjamin M. Williams, Benjamin F. Woodward, Jacob 
H. Proctor, Alex. M. Hall, Alfred Wiles, Thomas A. AVare and 
P. F. August for the superannuated relation, were referred to 
the Committee on Conference Relations. 

Minute Question 1, “Who are admitted on trial?” was taken 
up, and George H. Wiley, a local preacher, of Park Place 
Station; Wm. E. Bullard, a local preacher of Burkeville Cir- 
cuit; William Irby, a local preacher of Nottoway Circuit; Rob- 
ert M. Maxey a local preacher of Powhatan Mission ; Joseph 
G. Lennon,^ a local deacon of Dare Circuit; and AV alter J. 
Hubbard, a local preacher of Prospect Circuit, were severally 
recommended by the Quarterly Conferences of these charges 
respectively as suitable persons to be received into the travelling 
connection on trial, passed in examination of character, and, 
having passed an approved examination before the Committee 
of Examination, were severally admitted on trial into the trav- 
eling connection. 

A communication to the Conference, from Joseph 8. R. Clarke, 
was read ; also a communication from Samuel T. Aloorman. 

On motion, the former communication was referred to the 
following committee : P. A. Peterson, Leo. Rosser and John L. 

Clarke. 

Rev. Julius Magath, of the North Georgia Conference, was 
introduced to the Conference by the Bishop. 

On motion of A. G. Brown, it was resolved that visiting minis- 
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ters of other denominations in Norfolk and vicinity be invited 
to take seats within the bar of the Conference. 

J. H. Amiss offered the following preamble and resolutions), 
w Inch, on motion, were referred to the Joint Board of Finance 

“Whereas, a mistake was committed by the Board of Finance at our last 
Conference, in putting 2 per cent, on $48,000 — the whole amount of assess- 
ments for the collections — instead of 1 per cent., thereby increasing the as- 
sessment of the Eastern Shore District $480.00 more than it should have 
been ; and, whereas, this mistake has given dissatisfaction to the preachers 
and people of said district, and damaged the collections ; therefore. 

Resolved^ 1, That the Board of Finance be and is hereby respectfully re- 
quested to investigate the matter and make all necessary corrections. 

Resolved, 2, That the amount covered by over assessment to said district 
shall be subtracted from its apportionment for the present year. 

Resolved, 3, That the Board of Finance be requested to thoroughly investi- 
gate at this session of the Conference all sources of information bearing upon 
the ability of the respective districts, and after ascertaining the financial 
strength of each, graduate the apportionments for the collections accordingly..

SECOND DAY. 

Thursday, November 18, 1886. 

Conference met according to adjournment. Bishop Granbery 
in the chair. 

Divine service was conducted by Jacob Manning. 

The minutes of yesterday’s session were read and approved- 

Minute Question 1, “Who are admitted on trial?” was re- 
sumed, and George Henry McFaden, a local preacher of Chest- 
nut Street and Oaklet Station, and R. H. Mullen, a local elder 
of West Goochland Mission, were recommended by the Quar- 
terly Conferences of those charges respectively, as suitable per- 
sons for admission into the traveling connection on trial, passed 
in examination of character, and, having passed an approved 
examination on the course of study before the committee ap- 
pointed by the Conference for that purpose, were severally ad- 
* mitted accordingly. 
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Minute Question 18, ‘^Who are superannuated?” was called, 
and James A. Riddick made application for the superannuated 
relation, and addressed the Conference on the subject. 

On motion, the application was referred to the Committee on 
Conference Relations. 

A. G. Brown, from the Joint Board of Finance, made a re- 
port showing progress of the Conference in membership, contri- 
butions to religious and benevolent objects, etc., in the decade 
from 1875 to 1885, which was adopted. (See Reports.) 

Minute Question 2, “Who are continued on trial?” was called, 
and Oscar L. Martin, Nicholas H. Robertson, Bascom Dey, Wm. 
G. Boggs, Ernest Stevens and Wilbur F. Davis, who were re- 
ceived on trial at the last Conference, passed in examination of 
character, and, having passed an approved examination on the 
course of study prescribed by the Bishops, were severally con- 
tinued on trial. 

Minute Question 6, “ Who are received by transfer from other 
Conferences?” was called, and the transfers were reported of 
S. H. Johnson, from Western Virginia Conference, and J. D. 
Forkner (a preacher on trial), from North Carolina Conference. 

Minute Question 2 was resumed (“Who are continued on 
trial ?”), and Thomas J. Wray, who was continued on trial at 
last Conference (as of the first year’s class), and J. D. Fork- 
ner (transferred under Minute Question 6, above), passed in ex- 
amination of character, and, having passed an approved exami- 
nation on the course of study prescribed by the Bishops, were 
severally continued on trial ; and Theodore H. AVhite, who was 
continued on trial at the last Conference, passed in examination 
of character, and being detained from Conference by affliction, 
was continued on trial as of the class of the second year. 

Minute Question 8, “What traveling preachers are elected 
Deacons?” was taken up, and Vincent W. Bargamin, McDaniel 
Rucker, Charles H. McGhee, James A. Duncan, Henry J. Brown 
and John T. Bosman, of the class of the second year, passed in 
examination of character, and, having passed an approved ex- 
amination on the course of study prescribed by the Bishops, 
were severall}^ elected to Deacon’s orders. 

Rev. 0. P. Fitzgerald, D. D., editor of the Nashville Christian 
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so changed as to give the Virginia Conference Brotlierhood the 
nse of the Cumberland-Street Church on to-morrow night at 
7:30, for the purpose of holding a meeting of said Brotherhood. 

During the discussion of this matter the Conference, by vote, 
extended the time for adjournment till the subject under dis- 
cussion should be disposed of. 

And then the Conference adjourned. 



THIRD DAY. 

Friday, November 19th, 1886. 

Conference met according to adjournment. Bishop Granbery 
in the chair. 

Divine service was conducted by William G. Williams. 

The minutes of yesterday’s session were read and approved. 

On motion of P. A. Peterson and P. Whitehead, the Constitu- 
tion of the Board of Church Extension of this Conference was 
amended as follows : In article VI., item 7, after the word “ pay- 
ment,” in the fifth line of the paragraph, insert the following : 
Until they are satisfied that the title is good, and are furnished 
with a written certificate from the Records of Deeds for the 
county in which the building is being erected, showing that a 
general warranty deed (or its equivalent under the circumstances 
of the case) is on record,” etc.* 

James H. Crown, from the Committee to nominate a Commit- 
tee on Conference Relations, reported the following to constitute 
the said committee: J. D. Hank, John 0. Moss, R. A. Compton, 
W. W. Lear, E. M. Peterson, Win. E. Payne and Wm. A. Crocker. 
The report was adopted. 

On motion of H. M. Hope, the action of Conference on yes- 
terday with respect to the report of the Committee on Public 
AVorship was reconsidered. And it was ordered that the meet- 
ing of the Church Extension Board be held to-night at Cum- 
berland-Street Church. 

Minute Question 4, “Who are admitted into full connection?” 
was taken up, and Vincent W. Bargamin, John L. Pribble, Mc- 
Daniel Rucker, Charles H. McGhee, James A. Duncan, James 

^Subsequently substituted by amendment of J. W. Bledsoe. Adopted No- 
vember 24th. 
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W. Howell, Henry J. Brown, John T. Payne, h]dgar H. Rowe, 
Thomas G. Pullen and John T. Bosman, having passed in ex- 
amination of character, and passed an approved examination 
on the Course of Study prescribed by the Bishop, and being ex- 
amined before the Conference by the Bishop according to the 
Discipline, were severally admitted into full connection. 

Rev. J. Walter Dickson, of the South Carolina Conference, 
was introduced to the Conference and addressed the Conference 
and audience on the subject of the injuries suffered by our 
Churches and Parsonages in South Carolina from the effects of 
the earthquake of August 31st. 

On motion of J. E. Edwards and W. R Judkins, the follow- 
ing resolutions were unanimously adopted : 

Resolved^ That we have heard, with painful and sympathetic interest, the 
statements made by Rev. J. W. Dickson, in relation to the damage resulting 
to the houses of worship in Charleston, S. C., belonging to the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, from the earthquake shocks that have visited that 
city in the last few months. 

Resolved, That a collection be taken here and now in aid of the damaged 
churches, and that the members of the Conference, as early as consistent af- 
ter reaching their pastoral charges, be and they are hereby requested to take 
collections wherever deemed advisable, in aid of the churches represented 
by Bro. Dickson, and that the funds so raised be forwarded to H. Coggswell, 
Treasurer of the Repair Fund, Charleston, S. C. And a collection . was ac- 
cordingly taken up for the object indicated. 

On motion of P. A. Peterson and F. H. Smith, the following 

preamble and resolution were adopted :

Whereas, This Conference at its last session did recommend the formation 
of an Association whose object should be to provide homes for our necessi- 
tous superannuated preachers, appointed a Board of Directors for the same, 
and did also promise heartily to support the enterprise ; and, whereas, it ai>- 
pears that the request of the President and Board of Directors of said Asso- 
ciation that the pastors should appoint in their several congregations suitable 
persons to canvass for members of the Association, was generally disregarded ; 
therefore. 

Resolved, That during the next Conference year we will be more careful to 
co-operate with the Board in carrying out its plans. 

Minute Question 7, “Who are the deacons of one year?” was 
called, and Wm. R. Crowder, Emmett E. Harrell and Robert E. 
Barrett passed in examination of character, and having (with 
exception of Robert E. Barrett), passed an approved examina- 
tion on the Course of Study prescribed by the Bishops for the 
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class of the third year, were continued as Deacons ; Win. R. 
Crowder and Emmett E. Harrell in the class of the fourth year, 
and R. E. Barrett in that of the third year. 

Minute Question 12, “What traveling preachers are elected 
Elders?” was called, and Charles E. Comer, Wm. E. Hayes, Ed- 
gar V. Parham, Reginald II. Potts, James E. R. Riddick and 
Wm. A. Tompkins passed in examination of character, and hav- 
ing passed an approved examination on the .Course of Study 
prescribed by the Bishop, were severally elected to Elder’s orders. 

Theodorick A. Hall, a local preacher of Prince George Circuit 
in this Conference, who was ordained Elder by a Presbytery of 
tlie Baptist Church on the 28th June, 1857, applied for re- 
cognition of his orders, produced the recommendation of the 
Quarterly Conference of the Prince George Circuit, and certified 
his agreement with the doctrines and discipline of our Church, 
and his assumption of the vows of an Elder in our Church ; 
and the Conference being satisfied of his gifts, grace and useful- 
ness, recognized his orders accordingly. 

A communication from John T. Kitchen, fraternal messenger 
from the Eastern Virginia Christian Conference to this body, 
was presented and read. And, on motion, the Secretary was di- 
rected to make, on behalf of this Conference, a suitable response. 

And then the Conference adjourned. 



FOURTH DAY. 

Saturday, November 20th, 1886. 

Conference met according to adjournment. Bishop Granbery 
in the chair. 

Divine service was conducted by Joseph E. Potts. 

The minutes of yesterday’s session were read and approved. 

Minute Question 10, “What local preachers are elected Dea- 
cons?” was taken up, and B. E. Smith, a local preacher of Al- 
bemarle Circuit; Wm. Irby, a local preacher of Nottoway Cir- 
cuit; John T. West, a local preacher of South Norfolk District; 
James W. Nicholas, a local preacher of South Norfolk District, 
were recommended by the Quarterly Conferences of those cir- 
cuits respectively, as suitable persons to be ordained Deacons 
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and having passed in examination of character, were severally 
•elected to Deacon’s orders. 

And James D. Forkner and Oscar L. Martin, who have been 
one year in the traveling connection on trial, and were three 
years in succession previously local preachers being approved 

by the Conference, were also severally elected to the order of 
Deacon. 

Minute Question 14, “ What local preachers are elected El- 
ders? was called, and Joseph C. Lennon, a local deacon of 
Roanoke Island and Dare Mission, being duly recommended by 
the Quarterly Conference of that charge, before which he passed 
an approved examination on the Course of Study prescribed by 
the Bishops, and having passed in examination of character, 
was duly elected to holder’s orders. 

On motion of P. A. Peterson, — 

Resoloed^ That in compliance with the recommendation and requirement 
of the General Conference in regard to appointing a special time during the 
session of the Annual Conferences for the consideration of missions, we now 
proceed to consider that subject. 

Rev. James Atkins, of the Holston Conference, was intro- 
duced to the Conference, and as representative of the Board of 
Missions of our Church, addre.ssed the Conference. Remarks 
were also made by P. A. Peterson and Leo. Rosser.

The name of \V. G. iainipkin was called under Minute Ques- 
tion 20, and his Presiding Elder, J. J\ Garland, read to the Con- 
ference a complaint against him made by Mrs. M. J. Hamlin. 

On motion of J. W. I^ledsoe, the matter was referred to a com- 
mittee of live members, and (jleorge C. Vanderslice, Oscar Lit- 
tleton, Robert W. Watts, Joshua S. Hunter and Wm. E. Evans 
were api)oiiited to com})Ose said committee. 

On motion of P. A. Peterson, the memorial service for our 
deceased brethren was made the order of the day for Monday at 
half past 12 o’clock. 

And then the (^)nference adjourned. 



FIFTH DAY. 



Monday, November 22d, 1886. 

Conference met according to adjournment. Bishop Granbery 
in the chair. 

Divine service was conducted by Wm. F. Bain. 

The minutes of Saturday’s session were read and approved. 

In answer to Minute Question 9, “What traveling preachers 
are ordained Deacons?” and 11, “What local preachers are or- 
dained Deacons?” Bishop Granbery reported the following ordi- 
nations of Deacons after morning service at Cumberland-Street 
Church, in this city, on Sunday (November 21st).

J. Hamlin against the Rev. Wm. G. Lumpkin, respectfully report that, after a 
careful investigation of the subject, and believing that there is a misunderstand- 
ing between them, do hereby recommend the passage of Bro. Lumpkin’s 
character and arbitration as the best mode of adjustment.

Minute Question 1, “Who are admitted on trial?” was re- 
sumed, and John W. Xicholson, a local preacher of Diekinson- 
ville Circuit, in the bounds of the Holston C’onference, presented 
the recommendation of the Quarterly Conference of said charge, 
and having passed an approved examination upon the Course 
of Study prescribed by the Bisho})s, passed in examination of 
character and was admitted accordinoJv on trial into the travel- 
ing connection. 

Wm. G. Starr, from the committee on District Conference 
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Records, made a report, wliich was read, and, on motion, re- 
committed, it appearing that the records of two Conferences 
were at tlie seat of Conference, hut had not, owing to mistake, 
been before the committee. 

The order of the day having arrived. Minute (Question 19, 

What j)reacliers liave died during the past year?” was called, 
and S. S. Lambeth, from the Committee on Memoirs, made 
report. The memoir of .John C. Garlick was read by Janies F. 
Twitty ; tliat of Fielding A. Davis by Win. A. Crocker; and that 
of Benjamin F. Tennille by 8. S. Lambetli. Remarks were 
made by several members of the Conference in connection with 
tlie reading. And the report was adopted as a whole. (See Me- 
moirs). 

And it was ordered tliat tlie names of John C. Garlick, Field- 
ing A. Davis and Benjamin F. Tennille be returned in answer 
to Minute Question 19. 

I^eave of absence, after to-day’s session, was granted to A. G. 
Kelly, W. E. Grant, W. 0. Waggener, J. M. Burton, W. E. Evans, 
Walter G. Bates, W. F. Tillett, James W. Bradbury and A. S.

In connection with the Memorial Service, P. A. Peterson of- 
fer red the following resolution, which was adopted : 

Resolved, That each Presiding Elder be and is^hereby requested, whenever 
a traveling preacher in his district shall die, to secure the services of some 
suitable person to prepare the deceased preacher’s memoir, to be read at the 
ensuing Annual Conference.

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Rev. JOHN C. GARLICK.

Rev. John Christopher Garlick, son of Camm and Mary Gar- 
lick, was born in King William Co., Va., Dec. 12, 1813. He was 
reared in the county of his birth, amid surroundings not very favor- 
able to religion ; but his mother was a Christian, and her influence 
over him was good, and tended to lead him to Christ. In the fifteenth 
or sixteenth year of his age, he was awakened to his need of salva- 
tion, and soon after, at a camp-meeting in Caroline Co., he obtained 
peace through faith in Christ. He joined the Methodist Episcopal 
Church in October, 1831. In the latter part of the year 1837, he be- 
came a minister of the gospel, receiving his license from the Quart- 
erly Conference of the King and Queen Circuit, and in 1838, traveled 
the Campbell Circuit under the Presiding Elder. At Edenton, N. C., 
in the year 1839, he was received on trial in the Virginia Conference. 
In 1841, he was ordained to be a Deacon, and in 1842, an Elder, He 
was engaged actively in the regular work of the ministry until the 
session of the Virginia Conference in 1853, when, on account of the 
loss of his eye-sight, he assumed the supernumerary relation to his 
Conference. A few years later he was superannuated, and on the list 
of the superannuated of the Virginia Conference, his name was con- 
tinued until this day, and now, we trust, he rejoices in seeing his name 
written in heaven. Brother Garlick was a faithful and eflective 
preacher of the gospel. On the circuit in which he lived, during the 
latter years of his life, he preached as often as he could, and there he 
was held in high esteem, and was greatly beloved. The Sabbath pre- 
ceding his last illness, he preached twice, and to his latest day, tried 
to lead sinners to the Saviour. On June 17th, 1886, after an illness 
of ten days, he came to his end in peace, with that love in his heart 
which casteth out all fear. In the churchyard, at Garysburg, N. C., 
his body sleeps, and quietly awaits “The morning when Christ shall 
bid him rise.” 
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Rev. FIELDING A. DAVIS. 
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BY WM. A. CROCKER. 

Rev. Fielding A. Davis was born in Culpeper county, Va., July 
7th, 1814, and died in Williamsburg, Va., June 18th, 1886. 

Of the early life of Brother Davis, or of the time or place of his 
conversion, we have no certain information. He was received on trial 
in the traveling connection of the Pittsburg Conference of the Metho- 
dist Protestant Church in 1837, and was ordained Elder in 1840. He 
remained an active member of this Conference for about fourteen 
years, and served on some of its most important circuits and stations. 
Finding the anti-slavery agitation which, at that time, was disturb- 
ing the Church in that section, was rendering his position in the Pitts- 
burg Conference unpleasant, he removed South in 1855. In the Fall 
of that year he came to this city, when the Virginia Conference of 
the Methodist Protestant Church was holding its session, intending 
to apply for admission into that body ; but he arrived just as the Con- 
ference had closed its session, and all its appointments had been 
mado. I invited him to bring his family to my parsonage, on the 
Heathsville Circuit, promising him at least a support until the meet- 
ing of our next Conference. He labored with me during the year 
with great ability and eflSciency, and greatly endeared himself to my 
people, who gave him many substantial tokens of their appreciation. 
In 1856 he was received into the Conference, and continued an effec- 
tive minister of that Conference until its union with the Virginia 
Conference of the M. E. Church, South, in 1870. During this period 
he had charge successively of the Smithfield, Charles City, Princess 
Anne and Heathsville Circuits. At the session of this Conference, 
held in Lynchburg. November, 1870, he was appointed to the Chester- 
field Circuit. In 1872, he was appointed to Halifax Circuit. At the 
Conference held in Elizabeth City, November, 1873, he was placed on 
the superannuated list. In 1876, he was employed by the Presiding 
Elder as a supply for Belle Haven Circuit, on which work he remained 
for three years. In 1878, he was employed to serve on the James 
City Circuit. Here in June of the following year his labors were 
abruptly brought to a close by an attack of paralysis, by which he 
was completely prostrated, and confined, for the most part, to his bed. 
Thus broken, both in body and mind, he lingered in great suffering, 
but in much patience and resignation, for six weary years, when, on 
the 18th of June, 1886, his burdened spirit was released from its 
earthly tabernacle, and entered into rest. 

Brother Davis was a man of strong and cultured mind. He was 
firm in his convictions and fixed in his religious principles. He was 
a devout and earnest Christian. Asa preacher he was not remark- 
ably eloquent or pursuasive, but always clear, forcible and instruc- 
tive. Thoroughly versed in systematic theology, he loved to expound 
and defend the great cardinal doctrines of Christianit 3 \ He was, 
eminently, a doctrinal preacher. Whilst as a high-toned Christian 
gentleman, and able minister of the gospel, he commanded the re- 
spect and esteem of all who knew him, he was wan tins: in those milder 
social qualities which are so necessary to the pastoral office, and felt 
and deplored his deficiency in this respect. 

Throughout his long and painful illness, he was supported by the 
sweet and precious consolations of that gospel which for so many 
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years he had preached to others. He often spoke of his departure, 
and anxiously waited for the messenger which should call him to his 
rest and reward. He died in peace. He “rests from his labors, and 
his works do follow him.” 



Rev. BENJAMIN F. TENNILLE.

Benjamin Franklin Tennille was born in Prince William Co., 
Va., on the 6th day of August, 1837. In the eighteenth year of his 
age he was converted to God at a camp-meeting held in the State of 
Maryland. Many who then knew him thought that he was called to 
preach the gospel, and his own heart was impressed that it was his 
duty to do so ; but feeling disqualified by lack of education, he re- 
sisted the call of the Spirit, and was consequently rendered very un- 
happy. A few years later, at a great revival meeting, held in Circle- 
ville, Ohio, to which State he had removed, about two hundred souls 
were converted, and he was appointed, much against his wish, to lead 
a large male and female class. After once leading this class, the 
preacher in charge sent for him and asked him if he did not feel 
called to preach." He admitted the fact, but continued to struggle 
against his convictions of duty. , 

At the beginning of the war he was in the city of Norfolk, and 
joined the first company that left that city for the Confederate Army. 
He soon abandoned active service in the field to aid in supplying the 
Commissary Department. In 1862, he was licensed to exhort. For 
some months he taught school at Knotts’ Island, Currituck county, 
s N. C. On October 3d, 1863, he was licensed to preach by the Quar- 

terly Conference of Princess Anne Circuit. He preached in the local 
' relation, and taught school, until the close of the war. Then he was 

employed by the Presiding Elder, Rev. E. P. Wilson, to take charge 
of Norfolk Circuit. While on this charge, he had nearly two hundred 
conversions at Joliff’s and Deep Creek, two of the appointments of 
that circuit, and also received into our Church a number of the In- 
1 1 dians in that section. In 1866, he was employed by the Presiding El- 

y der to take charge of Second-Street Station, I\>rtsmouth. In Novem- 

ber, 1866, he was ordained a Local Deacon, received into the Confer- 
K ence on trial, and sent to Berlin Circuit. There he labored with great 

/ success, building a new church and doubling the membership of the 

circuit. In 1869, he was returned to Norfolk Circuit. In 1870, he was 
sent to Meherrin Circuit,- where he remained two years. In 1871, or- 
dained Elder. His appointment in 1873 was Northampton Circuit, 
where he remained three years. In 1876, Camden Circuit. In 1877, 
he returned to Meherrin, and remained four years. In 1880, to Bertie 
Circuit for two years. 

Most of his ministry was in our North Carolina appointments and 
the adjacent Virginia circuits. In 1883, he was sent to Wakefield Cir- 
cuit. Here he seemed to consecrate himself anew to his Master. In 
November, 1884, he was sent to Prince George Circuit. On this 
charge, in the spring of 1886, his health began to fail. He had fre- 
quent attacks of chills, but faithfully filled all of his appointments. 
Early in this year, he said to some of his friends, he did not think 
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he would live much longer. In August last, while conducting a revi- 
val in Sycamore Church, he was seized with a chill, which was the be- 
ginning of a fatal illness. During his sickness he was patient and 
uncomplaining, but owing to a throat trouble, he conversed but little. 
Such a man, however, needed not to leave a dying testimony. His 
life and character constituted his best and highest eulogy. On Thurs- 
day, August 19th, just two weeks after he was first taken ill, he was 
seized with violent pains, rapidly grew weaker, and on Friday morn- 
ing, August 20th, 1886, he passed quietly and peacefully away to his 
everlasting home. His funeral services were conducted at Trinity 
Church, in Prince George, by his Presiding Elder, Rev. George H. 
Ray, and his remains were interred at Rehoboth Church, in Northamp- 
ton Co , N, C. 

On the 2d of March, 1875, Brother Tennille was united in marriage 
with Miss Mary S. Grant, daughter of our venerable and honored 
brother. Rev. Wm. Grant. She, with her six fatherless children, sur- 
vives her sainted husband. 

In person Brother Tennille was tall and manly ; in deportment 
modest and retiring, but genial and pleasant. He was a good 
preacher, everywhere popular and eminently successful in winning 
souls to Christ. He was a sincere Christian, in labors abundant, and 
when duty or principle was involved, bold, firm and unyielding. One 
of our best men has left us. His harvest-task was finished in the full 
activity of his zeal and power. He seemed to rest from his labors in 
the very noontide of his usefulness. But — 

“A Christian cannot die before his time — 

The Lord’s appointment is the servant’s hour.”

XI. — Remarks. 



I 







That the increase shown above is the actual and healthful growth of the 
Church, in the chief elements of her prosperity and power, is demonstrated 
by the fact that there has been no enlargement of Conference territory, nor 
has there been any gain by removals to us from other States and Conferences. 

The largest progress is in the collections for Foreign Missions, which have 
gone up from $5,312.74, as of November, 1875, to $18,412.98, as of November, 
1885, an actual gain of $13,100.24, or 246 per centum. This fact is peculiarly 
gratifying. 

The Eastern Shore District has made the largest advance in membership — 
viz., 57^ per cent. ; next the Lynchburg, 46 per cent. ; next the Danville. 45 
per cent. The Richmond, Norfolk and Farmville have done well. The in- 
crease of members in our principal cities is remarkable: Danville 115f per

cent., Norfolk 75| per c*ent., Lynchburg 40| j:ier cent., Richmond 39 per cent. 
The smallest gain is from that section where our strength was greatest a few 
years ago — viz., the Petersburg District, which lias ma<le only 16i per cent., 
while in the city of Petersburg — once the stronghold of Virginia Methodism 
— has fallen Uj 3i i>er cent., both with respect to membership and money 
raised for the supp<^>rt of the ministn*'. 

The increase of pastoral charges, and especially of small and feeble circuits 
and stations, may account for the fact that while the money jiaid for minL- 
terial sup^iort has increased 28 j>er cent., the average salary* is only per 
cent, larger. 

. The largest average salary is paid on Norfolk District; the smallest on 
Randolph-Ma<*on. The larg€jst increase is on the Eastern Shore. 

Believing this review to be substantially correct, it is respe<*tfully sub- 
mitted, with the hope that, having a suggestive value to the Conference 
and to the Conference Boards, its facts and figures may make us profoundly 
grateful for God’s blessing uj>on our imperfect instrumentalities.

EDUCATION. 

It is sc arcely necessary at this day for the Methodist Church [to re-affirm 
her devotion to the cause of Christian Education. From the very beginning 
of her history she has been its friend and patron. Methodism was born in a 
university, and its earthly founder was a man of thorough culture and ex- 
tensive learning. His spirit was fully infused into the Church which w’as 
founded under his guardianship, and it has echoed always, and everywhere 
the apostolic exhortation, “Add to your faith, virtue ; and to virtue, knowl- 
edge.” Methodism calls for the most earnest effort after the most compre- 
hensive knowdedge-T-spiritual knowledge, experimental knowledge, knowl- 
edge of sins forgiven, and of acceptance of God, through our Lord Jesu& 
Christ. And then, in addition to this, that knowledge which will render one 
“ learned in all the wisdom ” of this world. And it is not wonderful, under 
such tuition, that the school, the college and the university have sprung up 
everywhere in the w'ake of the Methodist Church. Such has been the success 
of Methodism in her efforts to provide for the Christian education of the chil- 
dren of her communion, that they can now receive as thorough training, un- 
der her fostering care, in any grade of education, as can be furnished in any 
quarter in all the land. No Methodist parent need feel constrained to look 
for advantages for the training of his children superior to those found in the 
bosom of his own Church. And yet it is a fact, that there are Methodists- 
who ignore the claims of their ow n literary institutions, fully abreast of the 
times, and give their money and influence and patronage to build up schools 
in which their children will be taught to despise or be ashamed of the faith 
of their fathers. Brethren, ought these things se to be? Is it not time to- 
call a halt to such a procedure ? Let Methodists concentrate their patronage 
upon the focus of their own denominational schools, until they shall be lifted 
up to a plane of unparelleled superiority. “ Covet earnestly the best gifts ” — 
superiority in all good things — is an admonition of divine authority, and 
w'orthy of the observance of men and angels. 

Now ought w^e to be content to commit the education of our children to- 
mere secular schools. Divorce religion and education, and you will raise up 
a generation of infidels. There is the strongest tendency in human nature 
to infidelity. “ The heart,” in its normal condition, “is deceitful above all 
things, and desperately wdcked.” It needs religious training — the fos- 
tering care of Christianity — whilst the mind is being instructed in the mat- 
ters of secular education. Let Methodists see to it that their children, as far 
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as possible, are placed under the guardianship of their own institutions of 
learning, where they will receive Christian culture and training. 

And we are glad to know that the Church in the Virginia Conference was 
never better equipped for the education of the youth of both sexes, than she E 

Is at the present day. And our institutions of learning ought to be made ad- J 

equate to the wants of all of our people. ^ 

Randolph-Macon Colle(;e, with an honored name, a distinguished history, 
and a most useful career, is augmenting her facilities for the work of Chris- ' 

tian education. Her endowment fund has now reached the sum — including 
subscriptions recently made— of nearly $75,000, and the subscriptions referred ? 

to are deembd good. And yet the sum needed for the fullest usefulness of 
the College is much beyond that. She needs enlarged apparatus for scientific I 

instruction, and a large outlay for library and grounds. The success al- 
ready attained should encourage the Church to persevering effort to 1 

reach the desired end. With an able and devoted faculty, a most healthful ^ 

location, beautiful surroundings, in the midst of an atmosphere of piety, the 
Church everywhere in the patronizing Conference should rally to the sup- 
port of Randolph-Macon College, and give her all the aid she needs for the 
highest success in her work. Especially does Randolph-Macon College com- 
mend herself to the support of our Methodist people. She asks the Church 
and ministry to aid her in her work, and in compensation for aid rendered • !t 

she strives to make an adequate return. The Church and Ministry and Col- 
lege enter into a mutual agreement to aid one another, that they may push 
forward the great work of Christian education. There are now at the Col- 
lege, fifteen young men studying for the ministry, and sixteen sons of minis- 
ters, educated free of tuition fees. The Church and ministry help the Col- 
lege by their money and labors, and the College makes adequate returns in 
the service which she renders. Let the Church and ministry swell the tide 
of their aid to the College, and then her efficiency will be increased, and 
her power for good augmented. 

There are a number of female colleges within the bounds of the Confer- 
ence, that are worthy of full commendation, which are more or less inti- 
mately connected with our Church and Conference. These are wisely 
located in different sections of our Conference territory, so as to meet fullv 
the wants of our people. The truth is, the girls of our State are receiving 
more attention than the boys for the development of their intellects. 

We.slf.yan Female College, located at Murfreesboro, X. C., with E. E. 

Parham, A. M., as President, assisted by a full corpse of competent teachers, 
is every way worthy of patronage. At cheap rates, under Methodist influ- 
ence, she does thorough work. A new railroad, soon to be built, will be lo- 
cated near the town. 

Danville College for Young Ladies, Danville, Va., with Profs. Black- 
well and Sharp as joint Principals, is a young, but vigorous institution. Its 
patronage has steadily increased from its organization, until now it has the 
largest patronage of its history. Thoroughly Methodistic in its character, 
with a trained and cultivated faculty, parents may safely commit their daugh- 
ters to the guardianship of this school. 

The Southern Female College, at Petersburg, Va., under the Presidency 
of W . T. Davis, A. M., is a school of long standing, and is as fully prepared 
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to do satisfactory work now as ever before. Its faculty is complete in all its 
departments. 

Bon Air Institute, at Charlotte C. Va., is under the Presidency of Rev. 
E. A. Gibbs, a member of the Virginia Conference. It is in a healthy con- 
dition, and is prepared to meet the demands of its position. 

Suffolk Female Institute, at Suffolk, Va., superintended by the Misses 
Finney, is an admirably located and conducted school. It is a home school. 
The manner and habits of the young ladies are diligently watched over, 
whilst they have every advantage of culture and intellectual training. 

Bowling Green Female Seminary, at Bowling Green, Caroline Co., Va., is 
under the superintendence of Mrs. W. T. Chandler. She is ably aided by a 
full board of assisting teachers. This school has long been doing a noble 
work, and is still affording ample means for the acquisition of a finished ed- 
ucation. 

The Norfolk College for Young Ladies, under the supervision of Rev. 
R. M. Saunders, a member of our Conference, is in a prosperous condition, 
having now an attendance of 200 pupils. It is provided with the best mod- 
ern appliances for imparting a thorough education. 

We take pleasure in calling attention to the advantages offered our minis- 
terial students in the Biblical Department of VanderbiK University. There 
they will have Methodist training and instruction of the highest order. And 
we recommend our ministers seeking higher ministerial culture to avail them- 
selves of the facilities offered by that Institution. We also ask that the Rev. 
W. F. Tillett be re-appointed to his position in this University. 

We present to the Conference for adoption the following resolutions : 

1. That the Conference be requested to put forth most earnest effort to raise 
during the ensuing year the whole amount of the usual assessment of $3,500 
for the benefit of Randolph* Macon College. 

2. That we should strive to raise the patronage of the College to at least 
200 students ; and we will labor diligently in our pastoral charges, as far as 
possible, towards the attainment of that end. 

3. That, encouraged by the success attending the efforts of brethren made 
for the endowment of the College, we commend President W. W. Smith, and 
those whom he may associate with him, to the co operation of our people, 
and ask them to aid him in raising an additional amoant necessary to com- 
plete an endowment for the College of $250,000. 

4. That the Conference request the presiding Bishop to re-appoint Rev. R. 
M. Saunders to the Presidency of the Norfolk College for Young Ladies.

PVB1.ISH1XO INTERESTS. 

It would be difficult to over-estimate the value of religious books and pe- 
riodicals as efficient agents in the advancement of the Redeemer’s Kingdom. 
To accomplish their work, however, these books and periodicals must be pos- 
sessed and read by our people. We commend to your hearty support the 
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plan presented to the Conference by the Committee on Colportage for the 
systematic distribution of our literature. For lack of such a plan many of 
our people are growing up in ignorance of our doctrines and polity, and are 
easily drawn away from the faith of their fathers, while many who remain 
in our fold are entirely uninformed as to the w'ork of the church, losing 
thereby a great stimulus to Christian activity. 

The affairs of our Publishing House have been conducted with great pru- 
dence and ability. The Book Committee, who so faithfully served the 
church without compensation, deserve our commendation and gratitude. 
The past year has been the most prosperous in the history of the Publishing 
House. From the report made by the Book Agent to the late General Con- 
ference we learn that the bonded debt has been reduced to $80,550, and that 
this amount is all the House owes. 

From the exhibit placed in our hands, it appears that the Sunday-school 
periodicals constitute nearly one-third of the whole business done by the 
Publishing House, and we believe that the profits derived from this depart- 
ment should be, as far as possible, used in cheapening and improving these 
periodicals. 

We commend our Sunday-school literature to all our churches and Sunday- 
schools, believing that they are the very best for our schools, and cannot be 
substituted by any other without damage to the church. We think that an 
especial effort should be made to introduce more largely in all our schools 
the Sunday-school Visitor, feeling confident that its introduction and general 
reading would raise up a generation of readers for our church papers. Our 
late General Conference directed that catalogues of books especially adapted 
to Sunday-school libraries should be carefully prepared. This work has been 
placed into most competent hands. Rev. J. A. Lyon, Assistant Sunday-school 
Secretary, has been relieved from all other duties for the present, that he 
may perform this needed work. We urge our Sunday-schools, w’hen pur- 
chasing books, to send to our own Publishing House for the same. 

The (xeneral Conference instructed the Book Agent to publish a Review, 
to be edited by the general book editor. In compliance with this instruc- 
tion, the Southern Mtthodist Review has been established, and will be pub- 
lished bi-monthly at the rate of $2 per annum. We most cordially commend 
this Review to the patronage of our preachers and people. 

The Christian Advocate, published at Nashville, with Rev. O. P. Fitzgerald, 
D. D., as chief editor, and Rev. Warren A. Chandler as assistant editor, has en- 
tered upon a new career of usefulness and prosperity. This is our connec- 
tiona] organ, and should be taken by all our people. The 50,000 subscribers 
so earnestly desired by the editors should be speedily obtained. A church 
wdth a million of members should furnish even more subscribers to their 
general church organ. 

The Richmond Christian Advocate, edited by Rev. Dr. J. J. Laflferty, is our 
home payer, and is deserving, first of all, of our tenderest regards and the 
most earnest support of all Methodists in the bounds of the Virginia Con- 
ference. It is the preacher’s helper in his w ork, and will prove a means of 
grace to our people. The editor has recently, at much expense, purchased a 
new outfit, that he may more efficiently do his w'ork. We most heartily 
commend the “Old Richmond” to our people. We recommend that Dr. 
Lafferty be appointed editor of the Richmond Christian Advocate,

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SUXDAY-SCH001.S. 

The Sunday-school Board would respectfully offer the following report: 

During the year just closed progress has marked the history of this depart- 
ment of church work. The increase in officers and teachers, though not as 
great as that reported at last Conference, is gratifying (being 147). The in- 
crease in scholars is up to the average (being 2,309). The children of Metho- 
dists in union schools do not equal by 140 the number reported last year. 
Nearly all the schools use our foreign literature out of an aggregate number 
of 705. There are 387 schools that continue through the year (an increase of 
15). Teachers’ meetings we do not find on the increase, nor are the recom- 
mended mass-meetings as general as we think the good of the cause demands. 
AVe emphasize the importance of teachers’, associations for mutual improve- 
ment, and of mass-meetings for the purpose of cultivating Sunday-school 
sentiment in the public mind. 

The conversion of the scholars in our schools to vital religion cannot be 
overrated as to its importance. In this connection we joyfully report 2,777 
conversions (with three charges unreported.) This number is an increase 
over last year of 179. It is supposed that the charges unheard from would 
swell this majority to a still more gratifying number The Board would 
here call serious attention to the grand design of all work in this institution. 
If the soul remains unconverted, all other advantages are of comparatively 
little worth. It is w'^ell for the toilers in the Sunday-school to have fre- 
quent thought upon the ultimate aim of the enterprize, in order to determine 
the value of any actual or proposed school exercise or recreation. Let offi- 
cers and teachers be deeply impressed with the solemn conviction that every 
scholar is an immortal and is building character for eternity ; and that the 
influences brought to bear upon the character-building by the teaching of 
God’s word are of the highest value, because, so intimately connected with 
final and eternal happiness, they will then hardly be willing to do their 
work carelessly or superficially. Excursions and pic-nics, as well as other 
means of recreation and amusement, should have their just relative position, 
and not be regarded as the object of the institution. We cannot too earn- 
estly insist upon the closest study of every plan for amusement or recreation 
before adopting it ; and we solemnly caution against a trend which promises 
jnothing but detriment to religious impressions. 

Good order in the schools is a matter demanding attention. To secure it, 
officers and teachers must co-operate. It is a sad mistake to suppose that a 
disorderly school will be a popular one. The very persons that produce dis- 
order will be severe critics of the schools so afflicted. It will take time and 
patience to gain a high standard of excellence in good order, but when 
gained the outlay will have ample reward. Your Board would call special 
attention to this matter, and urge upon superintendents the careful study of 
the best publications on the means of securing order and decorum. We here 
.only remark that one source of annoyance to teachers is the frequent inter- 
.ruption of their classes during recitations by visits from the officers of the 
schools, gathering statistics, distributing library books, etc. Let there be a 
time for everything, and everything done in its time. 

We have no means of ascertaining the number of scholars that attend 
regularly upon public worship, and receive the advantage of instruction and 
warning from the pulpit. We fear, however, that too many content them- 
; selves with the school session, and absent themselves from the preaching of 
.the Word. If this be true, it is much to be deplored. The attention of par- 
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ents should be called to the importance of using every possible influence 
upon scholars fold enough to be profited by preaching) to attend public wor- 
ship. The habit of absence once riveted upon character will be very hard 
to break. There is much to cause anxiety to the followers of Jesus here. 
T^t true Christians watch the threatened disease, and seaich for an efficient 
remedy. If it be found that the practice of distributing library books af- 
fords a strong temptation to scholars to stay away from preaching in order to 
peruse an interesting story, let something be done to correct the evil. Better 
have no library at all, than to have it a practical opposer of the living pul- 
pit. But there is a way to avoid the opposition, if parents and teachers will 
exert themselves to make proper inquiry and give proper advice. 

Connected with the important matter of public worship is the character 
of the books and other literature put into the hands of our children. A 
good book is a treasure ; a bad book is worse than a nuisance. We fear there 
has been too little care exercised in the selection of books for libraries. Let 
the attention of all connected with the work be called to the danger of bad 
literature, as well as to the value of good reading ; and let the utmost care be 
exercised as to the admission of a volume into a library. Your Board would 
also urge an increased exertion for the circulation of the periodicals of the 
Sunday-school department in our own publishing house. They are worthy 
of extended patronage. Coming as they do from men whose duty it is to 
be careful in guarding against every injurious sentence, and in bringing to our 
youth the best thoughts of the best peo^de, they can be looked to with con- 
fidence as valuable agents for God’s glory and human good. 

The use of catechisms has not increased to our satisfaction. We find that 
only two hundred and sixty -one schools report having employed them during 
the year. Again do we most urgently request attention to this important 
part of school requisites. Nothing can substitute a good catechism. We 
hope our preachers and Sunday-school officers will continue to urge this 
truth upon the parties concerned, and that their appeal will be heeded. 

The Board offers the following resolutions : 

1. Resolved^ That this Conference hereby urge upon all Sabbath-school 
su})erintendents and officers, as w^ell as upon the pastors of our charges, the 
importance of the recommendations made by the Sunday-school Board in 
this report. 

2. Resolved, That, as the lessons in our schools for the next quarter will be

The Board of Church Extension of the Virginia Conference beg leave to 
report that the whole amount collected this year in our Conference for 
Church Extension is !«2,708.68, or only 57 per cent, of the assessment on the 
Conference. One half of this-$l,:i54.34-is subject to the drafts of the Con- , 
ference Board. This is about 55^200 less thari the Board had at its disposal 
iit the last Conference, and about lb per cent, of the aggregate of applications, 
amounting to $7,000. 

Some of these applications were rejected by the Board because the deeds 
under which the property is held were defective, while others were refused 
simply because the Board had not the means to afford the help asked for.

Your Committee on the Bible Cause would attract attention to the follow- 
ing significant facts : 

1. The Virginia Bible Society, an auxiliary of the American Bible Society 
has been engaged for over seventy years in supplying the AVord of God with- 
out note or comment, to the people of our Commonwealth, and is fully pre- 
pared to do all needed work in this direction. Its affairs are wisely and eco- 
nomically managed, and it merits the entire respect and confidence of the 
churches and the public. 

2. By its agency multitudes of destitute families in our State have been 
furnished with the Word of Life, and an incalculable amount of good has 
been the result. V'et, after all, there is a large amount of destitution in the 
matter of Bible supply, not only in sparsely settled rural districts, but even 
in thickly settled and w^ell-to-do neighVjorhoods. 

3. The pecuniary support of this Society is derived in large measure from 
the contributions of churches and pious individuals. Without such volun- 
tary help, the gracious work of the Society would be greatly crippled, if not 
wholly suspended. 

4. The Methodist people within the territory occupied by the Virginia Con- 
ference, have been largely the beneficiaries of the Bible Society, in its dis- 
tribution of Bibles and Testaments among individuals and families, as well 
as in grants for the use of Sunday-schools. 

5. Since the work of the Bible Society is undoubtedly a divine and much 
needed work, and since we, as Methodists, have received large benefits from 
it, we ought to bear our due proportion of the expenses involved. Yet the 
fact remains, that during the year ending April 10th, 1886, the churches of 
this Conference contributed only $107.79 to the revenues of the Bible Society, 
and during the seven months that have elapsed since the 10th of April last, 
they have contributed less than twenty dollars to this object. 

6. In view of these facts, which speak for themselves, we suggest the fol- 
lowing resolutions for adoption by this Conference : 

Resolved, first. That our preachers are urgently requested to explain the 
w’ork and needs of the Virginia Bible Society to their respective charges, and 
to take up annually, in the month of May, a collection in each congregation 
in aid of this cause. 

Resolved, second. That our churches and people generally are earnestly re- 
quested to foster this Society by their sympathies, prayers and pecuniary 
offerings.

XEMPERAXCE. 

The Committee on Temperance would report as follows: Since the last 
session of this Conference, the Legislature of Virginia has given to the State 
what is know n as the “ Local option law ,” empow^ering one-fourth of the 
qualified voters of any city, town, county or magisterial district to call for an 
election on the license of the sale of ardent spirits as a beverage. A majority 
of those casting ballots in a local election can then determine whether the 
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saloon or bar-room shall continue as an institution in that locality, under the 
protection and sanction of Government ; or shall be outlawed and made a 
thing as criminal in the estimate of the jurist as it is in the opinion of the 
moralist and the Christian. Tender this law a number of elections have been 
held ; some have declared against and some for license. The people have, 
in various parts of the State, been roused to a consideration of the impor- 
tance of the vsubject. Congregations, gathered for the purpose of its discus- 
sion, have often contained listeners reaching thousands. The State is pass- 
ing through a crisis fraught with consequences as serious as they are vital. 
Not the political and commercial interests alone, but the moral and religious 
prospects of the millions composing our population are inevitably connected 
with the decision of this great question, “Shall the bar-room rule, or shall it 
be prohibited?” No question ever presented to the American mind can 
exceed (in the burning intensity of its appeal for immediate study) this one 
relative to the prohibition of intoxicants for beverage purposes. 

If the patriot desires the perpetuation of civil freedom under laws which 
M ill protect innocence and defend the weak ; if the tradesman desires com- 
mercial prosperity in a way that shall add to the nation’s Mealth and to in- 
dividual comfort ; if the political economist desires the proper adjustment 
of labor and capital, so that justice shall be done, and hence each shall bene- 
tit the other ; if the philanthropist desires the miseries of humanity to be 
mitigated and the degraded of earth to be elevated from rags and filth to re- 
spectability and healthy cleanliness ; if the Christian desires the preserva- 
tion of the Sabbath, the unhindered freedom of M^orship, and the salvation 
of souls, he can consistently do nothing less than study the wisdom of a law 
which says “thou shalt not” to a fiictor in human woe, M’hose track Mill 
alM’ays be marked by the blood of the murdered, the tears of the suffering, 
and the evidence of MTecked fortunes and ruined immortals. 

Now, Virginia law" puts the veto poM^er in the hands of those who enjoy 
the right of suffrage. If ever the monster evil is to be throttled, and hence 
M e and our children be freed from the imminent danger so plainly threaten- 
ing “ life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness,” together m ith every interest 
of personal piety and church progress, the M^ork must be done by votes. 
Hence, it is not difficult to locate responsibility for the continuance of the 
evil. Who are, then, to be active in the work of educating public sentiment 
so that this responsibility shall be realized and duly appreciated? Is there 
any class of persons more deeply concerned for human good than that class 
made up of sincere Christians? Certainly not. Who will care for the souls 
of men if those Mdio have learned of Christ allow themselves to forget his 
teaching? AVe easily see Christian duty in the premises, and hence unhesi- 
tatingly declare our opinion that pulpit and pew^ should wdth one accord en- 
deavor to enlighten the public mind upon a subject so vital to the progress of 
truth and salvation. Immortal souls are too valuable to alloM- carelessness or 
inactivity on the part of the church in a great moral crisis. 

Encouragement to hope for the rapid education of the people up to pro- 
hibitory sentiment is found in the improved condition of every place in our 
State that has adopted the law and put its execution in faithful hands. The 
testimony, too, from other States is equally positive in asserting the practical 
value of stringent legislation. 

That class of argument regarded by logical minds as conclusive in science, 
gives its force to the appeal for prohibition. It is the argument drawn from 
actual experiment, testing a theory of reason. Man’s reason would declare 
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the banishment of the saloon to be one of the first requisites of moral and 
religious progress ; actual experiment proves the correctness of the supposi- 
tion. Can any one fail to appreciate the strength of the appeal thus made 
to Christian men for active zeal in a cause so intimately connected with the 
^gospel of Jesus? 

Your committee offer the following resolutions : 

1. Resolved, That the manufacture and sale of intoxicating beverages should 
be regarded an evil of such magnitude as to call for every legitimate exertion 
for its suppression by civil law. 

2. Resolved, That we hail with gratitude the advanced sentiment through- 
out so large a part of the nation toward prohibitory laws. 

3. Resolved, That in the judgment of this Conference it is the imperative 
duty of every pastor to see that the discipline of his church be respected, 
and hence to oppose with firmness the retention of any liquor vendor upon 
the church-roll, after due advice and exhortation have failed to secure a 
change of business. 

4. Resolved, That in our judgment every sentiment of honor and religion 
would call for sympathy and support from every lover of purity in the church, 
to be given to the due administration of discipline.

Your Committee, appointed for devising a system of Conference Colportage 
wliose object shall be to disseminate our Church literature, especially that 
published at our Nashville House, embracing Hymn-Books, Disciplines, Sun- 
day-school literature, blanks, &c., and Bibles, and to solicit subscribers to the 
Richmond Christian Advocate and other periodical literature of our Church ; 
to visit Sunday-schools as opportunity may offer, and to have its employee 
act as a general missionary on his District, beg leave to submit the following 
plan : 

1st. That a Board of Colportage be instituted, consisting of the Presiding 
Elder of each District and one layman, who shall be nominated by his Pre- 
siding Elder ; and the said Board shall elect a President and a Secretary, who 
shall be an' Advisory Committee to the District Committees. 

2d. It shall be the duty of the Board, at each Annual Conference, to receive 
from the several District Committees, hereinafter mentioned, a report of the 
■work done by them during the Conference year, and condense the same into 
a report to the Conference. 

3d. The Committee for each District shall consist of a Presiding Elder and 
the aforesaid layman. 

4th. The duties of said Committee shall be to receive moneys, purchase 
books, employ a colporteur or colporteurs, and execute the plans that may 
be devised by the Conference Board, and report annually to that Board the 
results of their labors. 

5th. The District Stewards, at their annual meeting, shall assess to each 
pastoral charge sum previously determined by the Conference Board, but 
not less than 10 per cent, of the amount assessed to such charge for the sup- 
port of the Presiding Elder of that District, the same to be raised by public 
collection, or otherwise, during the last quarter of the Conference year, and 
forwarded to the District Committee. 

6th. The remuneration of a colporteur shall consist, of the profits on the 
books sold by him. which, however, may be supplemented at the discretion 
of the Committee at a fixed salary.

Xlie 9Iinutes— A Statement. 

The following is a statement of the account with Conference Minutes for ten 
years from November, 1876, to November, 1886 : 

Number of copies issued, 20,000, averaging 120 pages each, making 2,400,000 
pages in ten years. 

The net cost, including postage and all incidental expenses, is 88,420.51 , 
averaging 17 cents per copy of 120 pages— only one cent for every seven pages 
of the Minutes, most of which is expensive figure wo)k, or one-seventh of a 
cent per page. This outlay has been provided for as follows , 

I. Bv cash collected from the preachers, $2,167.91 , w hich is at the rate of 
$216.79 per year. 
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II. By cash collected from Board of Missions, $016.67, which is at the rate 
of $61.66 per year. 

III. By cash from the Joint Board of Finance, $685.63, which is at the rate 
of $63.56 per year. 

In other words, the average cost of 2,000 copies of the Minutes, including 
]iostage and all incidental expenses, has been $342.04 per year, which has 
been paid as follows: By collections from the preachers on account of the 
sale of Minutes, $216.79 per year, which is about two-thirds of the annual cost 
of the publication ; the remaining one-third has been paid jointly by the 
Board of [Missions and the Board of Finance, as stated above.

These Missions have thirty-seven houses of worship, valued at $20,878 — 
three new ones built this year. There are three more under contract to be 
built. Regular services have been held at thirty-four other places. 

The aggregate of members is 2,278 ; conversions this year, 400 ; accessions 
to church, 888; number c)f Sunday-schools, 44; officers and teachers, 854; 
scholars, 2,095. 

These Missions have raised for all purposes, $4,428. Some of these are in 
urgent need of houses of worship, Sunday-school books and papers, and 
Bibles. Several show very gratifying advances in membership, and are now 
making good comparison with the average circuits and stations of the Con- 
ference 

There are others, however, where the Gospel must be sent by mission 
agencies if it ever is sent, and continued. These constitute the true field for 
the Board. 

It is difficult for the Board to keep suitable missionaries in these fields, 
because its appropriations to these fields are small at best, and annually it 
has the mortification to have to pay them off at seventy-five to eighty cents 
in the dollar. 

The Treasurer will report receipts and per centage on appropriations which 
the Board will be able to pay. The calls for aid from other fields this year 
are new and urgent, and the Board will make every effort to meet them.

II. CIKCULAK LETTER OF MISSIONARY SECRETARY. 

Tlie Board of Missions having carefully considered the Circular Letter of the 
Missionary Secretary, J. G. John, D. D., and the resolutions offered by P. A. 
Peterson, offer the following resolutions: 

Resolved, 1. That the Presiding Elders of the several Districts be requested 
to set apart a day, or as much thereof as may be practicable, during the ses- 
sion of their District Conferences, for the consideration of the subject of Mis- 
sions ; that they provide for a sermon on the subject ; and by all practicable 
means bring this great interest of the Church prominently before the people. 

Resolved, 2. That the Mission Board at Nashville be requested to furnish 
such literature as the “ Advocate of Missions,” and the tractates of Drs. Hay- 
good, Kelley, Bond and others for gratuitous distribution, in order to increase 
the interest in the work of missions ; and that we pledge ourselves when 
such literature is furnished, to have it circulated among the people. 

Resolved, 3. That the President and Secretary of our Conference Board be 
and are hereby urged to keep the subject of missions before the people by 
the publication of suitable matter in the columns of the Richmond Christian 
Advocate. 

Resolved. 4. That our preachers in charge take up their collections for For- 
eign Missions, as far as may be practicable, before the close of the second 
round of quarterly meetings, and forward the amount collected directly to 
the Treasurer at Nashville. 

Resolved, 5. That we recommend that the Board of Missions at Nashville 
do not increase the assessment on the Annual Conferences to $500,000, but 
continue it at $200,0(M).
